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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the rejection recited in the final Office action 
mailed 4/27/04. Applicant's amendments to the specification have been entered, and overcome the rejections of claims 1-57 under 35 
USC 112, first paragraph. Applicant's remarks regarding to the rejections under 35 USC 102 and USC 103 provided in page 4 of the 
above-identified reply have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: Stern et al (US Patent 
4,941 ,156) does teach reading data from a buffer 10 at a selected read clock read, whose frequency is chnaged to a different one of a 
predetermined frequencies by selecting switched capacitors, 50 and 62 arranged in the controlled oscillator 28, see figs. 3 and 4. Felts 
does suggest detecting and modifying the reading signal based on a predetermined of display frequencies, see col. 13, lines 7-46 
discussed in the Office action mailed 9/10/03! It's noted that adjusting a reading frequency based on a comparison between a write 
pointer and a read pointer, and adjusting a reading frequency based on a predetermined display resolutions or display frequeniesy are two 
different techniques . 
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
